Emil Loriseh, stfll alive at the Pat- 
tie A. Clay hospital, with the entir* 
front portion of his skull torn away, 
continuing to lose blood and particles 
of drall and brain, presents a cns« 
that physicians and surgeons stat* 
would attract the attention of ai| hfe- 
ternational medical .Mrhool. He sUited 
he had never seen a man or peraoa 
with this degree of injury live as 
long as Lon'sch, who shot himself on 
Friday night after shooting and kill- 
ing Mrs. Lucy Estes at her boms on 
Irvine street. 

That Loriseh is alive is remarkable. 
This is contended by physicians and 
i'urgeons who recognize the extent of 
the wounds of the man's head. T%« 
bnllett, according to Dr. O. F. Hume^ 
who operated on the wounded man 
after he was taken to the hospital, 
entered the head just In front of the 
right ear. It tore out a large trian- 
gular piece and other of the skull. 
These were forced ed^iewise into tiis 
brain; the bullet passed entirely 
through the cerebri um, passing out 
on the other side In passing through 
it hit the left side of the .■•kull and the 
latter was shattered. The bullet, to> 
getfaer with the shattered fkegmeets 
on the left side, were mioved. Thess 
fragments were of such size as to 
leave the apace from the left eye bade 
almost to th left ear without cover- 
ing. As the patient breathes, the vi- 
btations of the imiei- organs are very 
di.scemible. This tenific shattering 
is believe<l to liave been the effect of 
the bullet striking the left side of the 
skull. 

Due to the force of the builet, the 
skull t<ra6 cracked entirdy across the 

head from temple to temple, in re- 
moving the fiagments of bone more 
than one-half aa ounce of brain mat- 
ter was necessarily lost. The unpcr 
cap of the skull remaining had been 
foreed, probably by t*e force of the 
fall to tlif- floor, over that of the low- 
er, extending almost to the. eyes. It 
was nscessaiy to pry '-Riifs tip and 
away from the huge gap before the 
operations could be begun. These 
were performed by Dr. O. F. Hnmst 
\rith Miss Scott, .superintendent of 
the hospital, attendant. 

The fact that the man is alive baf- 
fles tho.<=e who have hatl their atten- 
tion called to the case. Physicians and 
surgeons alike wonder at the vitality 
of the man. That he will !«uccumb to 
the wounds there is not much doubt. 

Guards continue on duty at the hos- 
pital Should Loriseh recover suffici- 
ently, he will be removed to the coxm- 
ty jail, since he has been fonnally 
charged with murder.
